Except for the fact that the horse 
he was driving dropped dead within 
a space of 100 yards, after it turned 
him out of the cart and started to 
run away, draoing the young man 
beneath, Hartwra Shanks, son of Mr.

Newland's onto the Somerset pike, 
he wrapped the reins over one arm 
and was sorting the mail which had 
been collected. A wire brace for a 
fence around H. G. Baughman's farm 
was struck by the cart, and over it 
went with young Shanks beneath it, 
the reins wrapped about his arm. His 
horse frightened by the aocident, 
immediately broke into a de:id run. 
and started down the road, dragging 
Shanks beneath the cart. Almost in 
front of the residence of W. T. Tuck- 
er, scarcely 100 yards from where 
the cart went over, the animal drop- 
ped dead, from a ruptured blood ves- 
sel, veterinarians say. This ur.doubt- 
ed'y saved the boy's life. When 
friends {rot to him. he was pinioned 
under the wreckage of the cart, and 
it is believed that nothing could have 
saved his life had the horse contin- 
ued on its mad mn, dragging the 
overturned vehicle and ite helpless 
human freight beneath it. 

The youngster gamely mail" litrht 
of his injuries, and after they had 
been dressed, attended the fair later 
in the afternoon and the dance that 
evening.

Heard About Town 

Those who heard Judge Al- 
den's superb lecture at the Chau- 
tauqua remember a little story he 
told on himself about the part he 
took in an amateur entertainment 
East. He composed a song of 
1 7 verses which he sang and which 
was a "take off" on 17 of the citi- 
zens of the town of his school-boy 
days. ome of the things he san<r 
about the gentlemen did not set well 
with them and not a few of them 
left the house in disgust. Tears af- 
terward he made a race in that town* 
and was defeated by 17 votes. He 
said that he was confident that the 
gentlemen about whom he had sung 
were the ones who brought about his 
defeat. The primary of ten days ago 
is a reminder of the story. In the 
Berea precinct in Madison cotrntr. 
Congressman Hehn and Charles F. 
Montgomery each got 21 votes. Can 
it be possible that 21 of the 22 ap- 
plicants for postmaster of that town 
got peeved and voted against Mr. 
Helm, or did it "just happen so?" 
The secret ballot affords a ndendid 
o p p ortunity for the "pay hacV* but 
. oi course the voters of that section 
of the good county of Madison are 
too large to take advantage of such 
' conditions. Another primary echo 
. is found in the returns from Mitch- 
' ellsburg and Perryville, Boyle coun- 
ty. Me. Montgomery spoke at those 
places. At Mitchellsburg he had just 
eight persons to hear hmi. He just 
; got eight votes. At Perryville the 
"hoodoo" number of 23 persons heard 
j him and as strange as it may seem 
there were just ti^t number of votes 
for him when the ballots were count- 
ed. Did he get every person who 
heard him speak, or did it "just hap- 
pen so?" It very probably mii^t 
never be known, but if he did. the 
result of the primary might have 
been far different had he spoken in 
every "school house in the district," 
as many of his friends urged him to 
do.

Attention Veterinarians. 



By an act passed by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, approved March 24th. 
1916, now luiown as chapter 71 of 
the acts of 1916 which regulates the 
practise of Veterinary Medicine, 
Surgery and Dentistry in the State 
of Kentucky, a State Board of Vet- 
erinary Examiners was created, which 
board shall hold n.eetings whenever 
necessary for the purpose of receiv- 
ing applications for certificate of li- 
cense or the examination of candi- 
dates for such certilleates. 

All persons who have been practi- 
cing veterinary medicine, surjrery or 
dentistry within this state for o".o 
year next year piior to tho pas.sage 
of this act and tho.se holding diplo- 
mas from recognized veterinary col- 
leges are entitled to a license upon 
application to said Beard and its ap- 
proval of same and upon the pasnaient 
of a fee of $7. Such certificates of 
license shall be recorded in the ofFice 
of the County Clerk of the county in 
which the licensee resides. And until 
such licenses is recorded the holder 
shall not exercise any of the rights 
and privileges therein conferred. 

After the first day of January of 
the year 1917 it shall be unlawful for 
luiy peison to practise veterinary 
medicine, surgery or dentistry or 
branch thereof ir. this Commonwealth 
if he does not hold a certificate of 
license as above stipulated and any 
violation of this act shall be punish- 
able by a fine of not less than $50, 
or by imprisonment of not exceed- 
ing two months or by both fine and 
imprisonment. 

All applicants for license ^hall pre- 
sent their diplomas or other creden- 
tials as required by Section 3 and 4 
of this act, to the State Board of 
Veterinary Examiners when filing 
their applications. Said Board will 
hold meetings at the places designat- 
ed below for tne purpose of receiv- 
ing application?..
